■'• ^'"*P*"»' Aboutira'y,"irt58-i^O>u".of hia children 
died after a brief and niysterioirs- iLt-- 
uess. Since then the deaths of his five 
children: and his wife have occurred in 
rapid succession in tho satno niyHteri- 
ous manner. The .sixth deatl; occurred 
about tlie laat of iS'ovetnbpr, and was 
of a daughter. A thoiougb iuvcsii^a- 
tion wa.s inadu by the coroner without 
result The post-mortem examination 
ahowed.that death had resulted from 
Bright's disease of the kidneys. Dr. 
Starek, the family physician, had di- 
agnosed thocas», which had symptoms 
like that of lead i)oisoiiing. An analy- 
sis of the water showed the presence of 
lead, but not in suffioient quantities to 
produtie the symptoms or cause death. 

Three weeks ago to day George ^^. 
Pahaor, son., took to himself a third 
wife, and three or four days later he 
took to his bed. Johu Koaenbergur, a 
journeyman baker, and George iNl. Pal- 
mer, jun., were prostraated with 
similar symptoms. Palmer, the young 
man, wa.s .somewhat weak niiiulRd, and 
it had been hinted on the deutii of his 
sister, two months ago, that ho knew 
iiothing of tho cause, lie was question- 
ed at the coroner's otlice by the deputy- 
coroner, who was convinced that he 
had been administering poison to' the 
family. Dr. Starck's diagnosis of lead 
poisoning was satisfactory to most of 
the family, but young Palmer refused 
to take any of the medicine prescribed. 
Under the doctor's treatment the fath- 
er and journeyman recovered, but the 
young man remained sick, Rosenborg- 
er would remain no longer in Palmer's 
employ, and went to Harrisburg, whore 
he consulted two doctors, who ])ro- 
nounccd bini sutrcring from h'ad pois- 
oning. Palmer, linditig that nothing 
could be done with his .son, sought to 
have him placed in a hospital, and after 
unsuccegsfully endeavoring to Wave 
hiui|udmitted to the Germanand Penn- 
sylvania Hospitals, he had him remov- 
ed to the Philadelphia Hospital on 
Wednesday. A largo crowd of neigh- 
bor.s gathered when lie whs being taken 
away, and severely criticised tho fath- 
er for sending him away. The patient 
lingered until Wednesday evening, 
when he died. 

On the occasion of the sixth death, 
Dr. Taylor made an investigation and 
reported to the Board of Health. He 
said that the house was healthy; that 
that there was no lead in the water, 
and that he could not account for the 
deaths. Pr. Strack is convinced that 
the oases were all of chronic lead pois- 
oning, and that large quantities of lead 
must have been taken iiuo thu system 
in some manner. I'aliner's'busines.s us a 
baker has been greatly injured Ijy the 
deaths. I4any neighbors think there 
will be devfclQped a terrible o^se of 
wholesale murder by poison.

THE ENGLISR. OMSIS. 

The meagre tele^r&pbio report of the 
defeat of theSaliabury covernment failed 

.i.'j'tonroOQvey aa intelligible idea of Mr. 
-Jesiie Oollings' naotion >rhtch enoompaaaed 

. the defeat. It was entirely a side iaauo. 
Mr. Oollinua is radical lUBDiber fur 
Ipanrich. Ho moved an amondmuiib to 
the address, regretting tiittt the Queen 
did not anuounco in her apecch any 
measureii fur the relief o£ theautferera by 
i^'the depreaaion in trade and agriculture, 
particularly in regard to affordinf; facil- 
ities to farm laborers for obtaining ullot- 
nienta of smnll liiildinp;8 on eqiiitublu 
terms aa to rout and securitj of tenure, 
and that was carriud against the govern- 
ment by a inajority of 79 votes. Mr. 
OuUinga has long been identiSed witii 
. land reform questiions. He ia a retired 
merch'tnt, lives at Edgbaatoti, a aabuirb of 
Birminghann, and ia tifty-four years old. 
He has been very active in the municipal 
life of Birmingham, ia an alderrniin and 
magistrate, chairman of the free libraries 
committee, and was one of tlia founders 
of the famoua edueation league. Ho haa 
been' preaident of the national federation 
of liberal aaBi>ciatioiig, and will, of course, 
after this liil a pniminent plai:a in the 
eyes of the public. His niuiio duea not 
appear in the list of the new governniont, 
a fact which will create surprise. Ho may 
bo held in reserve, but his failure tu 
secure a '^st may create disaffection 
among the radidala. The Times ascribes 
the defeat of the 'ministry to its hostta* 
'lions and delay 8^,Jll«l-y>.'^;.^. .:;.',:i.''ii,'f}n88 
...^^'.voaiy on a aide iaaue. It auya 
Mr. Gladstone will have tu reobci) with 
the country, and that it is certain that his 
parliament will bo short-lived. It will be 
• the duty of all who regard patriotism 
more than paity attadhmenta to maintaia 
an unflinohing resistance to the measures 
of such a'government, aa that now threat- 
oned and to wage the wariigaiiietittillthe 
commonwealth has been delivered frohi a 
,. peril greater than any that has pendcdover 
.: -England for upwards of 70 years. The 
^ appointment of Mr, John Morley as chief 
secretary for Iiohad is signiSbant of an- 
other somersault by Mr. Gladstone, in 
which he is joined by Mr. Chanriberlain , 
whose anti-hi)ui(i rule speeclius during the 
election canipaign were widely quoted as 
the radical programme should they gain 
power. It was Mr. John Blorley himself 
who made it impossible for any govern- 
laeDtt^Uberal or conservative, tu renew in 
the "late parliament the coercion act. 
Mr. Gladstone postponed week after week 
any declaration of the extent to which ho 
was disposed or proposed to refiw the 
act, and, when at last, he did declare to 

<■* the house of com mors, in language of 
Gladstouian vagueness, that there wore 
some uiefal and reasunable proriaions io^ 
the act, v?hich ha proposed to renew, 
within half an hour of that announce- 
ment being made, Mr. John Morloy roae 
in the house and gave notice of a resolu- 
tion which he intended to proi»ose, pro- 
testing against the renewal of any excep- 
tional legislation in the ewe of Ireland. 
The action then taken b;- Mr. Morley— 
taken, it was reaaonab)/ believed to bo, 
inconaort withcertajp memboraof thelale 
government — made it imposaiblo for any 
government in a-i expiring parliament to 
renew the ocercion act. Whether the 
late government were right or vprong in 
taking ofh^e under the ciroumstaDces they 
did, and allowing the act to wholly ex- 
pire, " a question which . there will be an 
opjvjrtunity of discussing in the houiio of 
c»mmon3. But if it should turn out that 
It has proved a misfortune to Ireland that 
' some portions of the crimes act were not 
re-enaoted, the man upon whom primarily 
the responsibility and blame for this ro- 
suit must rest is Mr. John Morley. 

A WOOLLEN MILL. 

•It would appear that tardy aa haa been 
the advantage taken of the bonus offered 
by the government for the erection at 
some suitable pince in iho province of a 
woollen mill with five looms ai;J at ieaat 
four hundred spindles, the sum of the 
bonus offered, ^,000, will probably bo 
applied for before very long. A company 
is being organized in New Westminster 
for the eatabliahmont of a woollen will 
there, and apparently on the favorable 
basis of a capital of $16,000. Two years 
ago the city of Victoria oflared as r bonus 
for the oonatruction of a woollen mill, 
adjacent to the city, tlie sam of §5,000, 
and an additional benefit in the way of a 
gratuitous water supply for o stated 
period; while the government supple- 
mented tho offer with, as we .said before, 
a' bonus of §3,000. These inducements 
have been literally going begging for 
two years; two desultory propositions 
were made by atrangors, but. their 
requests could by no means be mot 
by tho above terms, and their advances 
camo to nothing. Tho lesson cf internal 
spirit of enterprise would appear to have 
been taught thia city by the good people 
of New Westminster, whose company, 
upon carrying their project to comple- 
tion, will moat certainly claim and will 
miost certainly deserve the government 
bonus of §3000. Surely with a wool sup- 
ply at hand and no home rivalry, woollen 
goods manufactured in the province 
could compete advantageously with those 
imported from tho States, or even Can- 
ada? No one can bo reasonably expected 
to put his hand in his pocket to foster 
home industries upon a general principle 
,of patriotism, but when united with cer- 
tain benefit to the province there, is un 
equal assurance of a fair rate of profit to 
those embarking in it, the apatb^ that 
has been shown regarding the erection of 
a woollen mill near this city ia somewhat

EKGiNi VS. M.ir.orr. 
,'SiB M, li. Beobik. C. J. — The only point 
ol'orror in this case which I shall deal with, 
and which in my opiuioa is suiHcieut to 
enable us to come to a deciuion is as tO the 
composition of the jury. 

All. the text writers ou English law lay 
downf-'this^s' undoubted, that an allogod 
criminal miist bo tried in the county whoro 
the alleged crime was oomuuttod. ITawkiuB 
PI. Cor. 2, p. 559 .says,"! taku it to be ay reed 
that regularly by tlio coiuniou liuv" (i. o., 
without some Bpocial uuthorlty, which cim 
only bo by statute) "thu jury iiuiHt be re- 
turned iu all casi>« for tlm trial of tho seu- 
ernl issue from tlio Mxmc couuiy wherein 
the fact was counnittod," referring to the 
year bookiJ, nud also to Dyer and (.'oko, 3rd 
Inst., p. 27. Coke, however, is not very 
distiuct. Speaking only of triiiuson, 
petit trea.soa and misprison of treason, he 
says these are to be tried in , the. "proper" 
county, aud not in a foieign county, with- 
out expressly stating -what the "proper'' 
county is; although it aeoms highly prob- 
able that the epithet "proper" was used by 
Coko as meaning "jiccidiar to," and Hint 
tho county, tho scoue of tlu> otVonco, is iu- 
tondod. But whuu be speaks of uiui'der or 
other felony, Coke says Hint tho trial sluiUbo 
iu tho county where tlioinlliL-tmoiit is taken, 
i.e., that the petit jury is to bo of the same 
county as the yiniKl jury, without saying 
what county that is to bu. JIulo, however, 
ia us express aH Hawkins; "The jury .are to 
bo 'lis uiciaeiy, ' but this is not uecessarily 
re(iuired, for they of oue sido of a county 
are by law de vioineto to try an offeuce of 
the other side of the county "(2 Hale PI. Cor. 
p. 264, ohap. xxxiv, a. 2). In this passage 
Hale seerau to be anticipating the eiTeot of 
16 and 17 Car. 2, o. 8, and 4 Ann. o. 16, 
authorizing the jury to he summouod 
from the body of a county with- 
out raspoet to the actual hundred where 
tho facts arose. But in truth tho praetico, 
and therefore tho law, of trying a crimi- 
nal at or near tho i)liico of his crime, by 
jurors of the same place, haa bean so re-^ 
cognized and so iiu'clomtx th-* '^,ir'\ery 
(.pp„, -J. mo ■ ■imymce — thu-;'" '■^■isiie"), 
whi'cli originally indicated tho locality of 
tho crimo only, haa come to indicate with 
equal propriety, and ia more often uaed 
to signify, the locality of the trial : aa 
when we speak of tho change of venue, 
which cannot possibly mean a change of 
the locality of the crime. And the com- 
mon user of the word in this secondary 
sense seems to prove to deinunatration 
that "regularly" as Hawkins aaya, the 
visno of tho place of trial was alwuya in 
the visno of the place of tho crime; i. o. 
aa explained by Hale, in tha'aarao county. 
And section H of tho Canada Proce- 
dure Act 0. 29 seems iiecesaarily to imply 
the same thing (.viz ); that •'regularly," 
an otfence is to bo tried in tlie_ county 
whoro it waa committed, by a jury of 
that county, taken from n panel auniniou- 
ed by the sheriff of thiit- county. 

Are there then any "couiitiea" in Brit- 
ish Columbia within the meaning of tlieue 
authoritiee I We have no districts called 
co'jntioa; but have we not the thing, for 
the purposes of a criminal trial, and 
in contemplation of the extreme punctil- 
iousness of English law, in dealing with 
the alleged rights of a prisoner ? 

It cannot bo denied that an English 
"shire" is for the purposes of trial the ex- 
act equivalent of an English "oonaty," 
nor that tho sheriff is exactly a ''vice 
cornea." In fact, "ahire" is a portion 
"shorn" out of the whole kiugdoiii and 
placed under the admiiii.Htratiini (ad haec) 
of "a reeve," the sherill': The "ooniita- 
tus" is the definite portion of tho kiiigdom 
which is placed under the authority of the 
•'comes" or bis "vice comea," 
i. e. the sheriff — the same officer, 
forS;.tho same purposoa : it ia trfo 
aanio thing oxprosaed in,§dillbrent lan- 
guages, Latin and early English, and 
"county" or "shire" equally mean n geo- 
graphical district divided oif from the 
rest of the realm by riolinite boundaries 
and placed under the authority of a 
sheriff, who has to perform therein all ex- 
ecutive functions in tho adtniaiatration of 
justice; it is hia "bailiwick" — tho riciLi or 
district which has been bailed or handed 
over to him. 

Are there such districts in British Co- 
lumbia? Ia Kootonay such a district! 

Up to 1873 tho whole of tho mainland 
of British Columbia, so far aa the shriev- 
alty was -concerned, oontinuod to bo one 
bailiwick, with one sheriff, whoso o.^ocu- 
tive powers extended over tho whole 
province, as, up to confederation in 1871, 
they had extended over tho colony. But 
in 1873 there were carved out of the 
mainland two ahrievultiea — one sheriff, 
the sheriff of New Westminster, to have 
jurisdiotion over the electoral districts 
therein mentioned, including the electoral 
district of Kootenny, and e.Ktending also 
over Kamloops; and miDtlier, the ahorili' 
of Cariboo, to have jurisdiction over the 
electoral dwtricta of Clinton and Curibor): 
all auch electoral dietricts being clearly 
defined by geographical Ixuindarica, under 
the authority of the Conatitntion Act, 
1871, which again adopted and confirmed, 
ua regards ICootonay di.ilrict, tho bound- 
aries assigned under the autlif)nty of the 
Mineral Ordinance, 18139. The western 
boundary of Kootenay district beyins at 
the intersection of the 118th parallel o[ 
longitude with the 49tii parallel of lati- 
tude, and runs in a northerly direction, 
and always on the west or right bank of 
the Columbia river, and at some distance, 
generally about ton miles, west of that 
river, which it never crosses — ten miles 
therefore, or thereabouts, west of Fur- 
woll. Aud the boundaries of these elec- 
toral districts hare- never been changed. 

The scene of the prisoner's alleged 
offence ia 15 miles east or northeast uf 
Farwell; 25 miles therefore or there- 
abouts, within tho boundary of tho 
Shrievalty of Kootenay district. Under 
the Sheriffs' Act, 1873, the vicine.tu)ii or 
vicinity of tho offence would thus have 
boon clearly withiti tho jurhidiction j)f tha 
sheriff of ji'Tew Westininster, cruatcd by 
that act. By tho Sherilla' Aniendinent Act, 
1878, tho district of l^ootunay waa quite 
dissociated from Kainloupa, and was taken 
out from the jurisdiction of the sheriff of 
New Westminster and placed. ..under a 
sheriff of its own; and there is accord- 
ingly at this day a shorifT of iCootenay, 
and last aumnierbut previous to the com- 
mission of thia offence, a court of asaii^o 
was held at Farwell at which criminah 
were indicted and tried by grand and 
potty juries summoned iu Kootenay 
by the sheriff ' of Kootenay. ' ;,And 
almost the only question ' is whether 
under these circumataiices tho pi-isoner's 
trial, stated in tho record to have been 
held in Kamloops district, ought not tu 
havo beon "rej;ularly" hold before a jury 
summoned from tho district of Kootuniiy 
district .by, the sheriff of Kootenay, as 
would.have been the case in England if 
there had been in England a county of 
Kootenay within which the alleged ofloiico 
had been coinnntted. 

There is no magic in names, A county 
or comi<a<i(s ia, as I have said, the dis- 
trict, ahire or portion "shorn" or divided 
off from the rost of the realm and law- 
fully Allotted to the separate? jurindiotion 
of a comes, or his vice comes, anglice, the 
sheriff. I cannot doubt the perfect ca- 
pacity, under the B. N. A. Act, s. 93 
subs, 14, of . tho provincial logialaturo'in 



its care for tho admiuistration of justice 
to divide tha'pronnce- In^^^ the 
exact equivalents of English counties so 
far as tho jurisdiction of the sheriff is 
concerned, and to provide for the ap- 
pointment of aheriffj in auch districts. 
The Canada Procedure Act, 180'J, which 
came into effect in British Columbia on 
the lat January, 1875, Jiaa not cue word 
against this view, hut rather by the 
language of s. 11, where it speaks of some 
"district, county, or place, other than that 
"in ivliioh the otFence is alleged to havo 
"beon cominittod" and providing for trial 
there, seems clearly to imply that there 
may bo a riciuciin/i loyally eognizabia in a 
"district" or "place" which is not known 
by tho designation of "county," though 
equivalent to it far the purposes of the 
trial of titfonces. 

I am, therefore, coii.pelled to the con- 
clusion that tho record shows that there 
haa been error in this respect, that the 
prisoner was tried at Kamloops by a 
Kamloops jury, without any removing 
order under sec. 11 of tho Canada proce- 
dure act. In the absence of such an 
order the prisoner ought to havo been 
triod in Kootonay, and by a Kootenay 
jury, summoned by tho Kootenay sheriff. 
All (he proceedings from the preseatment 
of the grand jury onwards are, therefore, 
in my opinion null. The prisoner 'is iu 
the same position as if he had sever been' 
tried ; and he will be remanded' in custody 
to ba tried on the charge un which he has 
beon ooramittod,

PtlBtlO ACCOUNTS. 
Mr. Boaven in moving : That this 
house is of opinion that tliu public ac- 
counts, in detail, frutn lat July to 31,st 
December, 1885, should bo printed and 
placed before members this session, in the 
same form as the accounts for tho tiical 
year are now printed In the sessional papers, 
complained that tho public accounts from 
the fiscal year JunellDth, 1885, until JiOth 
December, 1885, fliuiuld have been brought 
down in supplementary form. During 
every session that had coiunienced in .fan- 
uary the accounts had always been pre- 
sented up to 3l8t December of the pre- 
v^ibus year. The present session formed 
the first exception.

'I'hu 
present govaroment had had exceptional 
returns from the sale of lands— Sit"!, 000, 
and alao a largo refund upon drydock e.x- 
|)endituro. Hud it not been for these 
inonoys the goveniniont would-havo been 
hnancially embarrassed in Juno last, a 
cofiditiou in which he maintained them to 
be at present. 

Hon. ]\Ir. Smitbo said that tho leader 
of the opposition, when in power, had 
devoted his whole ability to the minute 
details of account, to the e.^clusitjii of all 
other matters. The accounts then, more- 
over, were meagre to what tlioy now 
wera. The ofUcera ijf tho department 
had all they could do to attend to their 
ordinary wurk,andyetif thoespensesof tho 
department were increased the honorable 
mover would be the first to cavil/at the 
increase at ordinary cost of the depart- 
ment, A tinancial atatenient fur .six 
months did not further tho statement for 
the fiiiancial year of which it formed a 
part, and tho drawing up- of such a state- 
ment was a needless and heavy expense. 
There was no suggestion that there was 
anythinc wrong, and the books uf tho 
treasury dopartnio.it were always open to 
his (the leader of the opposition) inspec- 
tion. He could not see any benefit in 
incurring adJiiional expense fur a state- 
ment which must necessarily be of im- 
practical value, because iuiporfcot. A 
balance sheet up to the ;ilbt December 
had been tnade, and there was neither ne 
ceasity nor compulsion for submitting 
such accounts at this early stage in de- 
tail. f^J;.f <'.'.- 

Mr. QalbraitK-said that tho economy 
and caro of tho loader of the opposition 
when in office would compare favtjrably 
with the lecklessDOna of the leader of the 
present government nhen be was ministett- 
of finance. The excuse on tbe score uf 
expense, now made, was a paltry excuse, 
and he hoped the movar would press his 
motion. 

Mr, Holgoaen said that it would be 
essential to have the accounts of tho last 
six months go before the house, as ho 
could then seo wjiat tho revenue for Es- 
quimau district was. It seemed aston- 
ishing to him that it should be less this 
year than last, because'of the inoreaso of 
Chinese employed in the district. 

Plon. Mr, Duck said it was iinpossibio 
to give all tha returns, because tliey were \ 
not in, and if they were, the departinent ! 
could not get them ready before the close i 
of the present session. The mover of the 
resolution when minister of (inance had 
very little to do [laughter], and in his 
time there were only 5,000 vouchors 
passed through tho dopartindiit. Now, 
there was fully twice tliat number, 
although the staff had not been increased. 

Mr. Dunsmuir tbuugiit it would be u 
very good plan to t^jourh tbe house for 
three months to enable the detailed state- 
ment required to be prepared. At present 
it was impossible. 

Mr. Grant thought in a matter of this 
kind there was no such word as iiupo.ssi- 
blo. If assistance were required in ihe j 
matter ho was sure tho house would not 
refuse all requisite aid. If the govern- [ 
raent could not furnish all particulars j 
they would take what could be h id. | 

Mr. Pooley thought the answer by tho . 
leader of the guvernment showed conclu- I 
sively that the return could not be made | 
without extra asaiatanco. Since the gov- 
ernment had como itilo power the bu.sineps : 
of tho coutitry had increased, large sums 
of money hiid pffsaed through their hands, 
and large public works h:id been carried 
on. Increased numbers of setilors had 
involved increased expenditure on roads, 
streets and bridges. Two large new gaols 
and an asylum had been built, workmen 
engaged, and the money circulated iu an 
intelligent and progressive spirit. Was 
not this better than to bring down money 
bags to the housa, and counting the coun- 
try's wealth in so matiy dollars, ignoring 
the necessity of outlay altogether '{ With 
regard to his colleague's (Mr. Helge.sen) 
retlection upi:in the elliciency of the col- 
lector of the district he would say th,it 
until any auch statement could be ealab- 
lishod random remarks about, him, or any 
public ollicer, wore in bad taste and 'en- 
tirely uncalled for. 

Mr. Holgeaen explained thst he did not 
intend to oust any reflection. Ho only 
thought it peculiar the collections for the 
past year had boon so ainall. 

Mr. Semlin i>3ked,if ao much moro pub- 
lic money had accrued during tho past 
year what had become of it ? - He also 
deprecated the expense of the addition uf 
a fourth portfolio. 

Mr, T. Davie thought the fact that the 
present financial minister had been se- 
lected from the late speaker's side of tho 
house was tiie chief thing •that seemed to 
gall the remaining oppo«iti9n^..|;PB« could 
easily see how impogsiblo it was" to'get in 
all the returns in tho eeaaional papers be- 
fore the next election, and if they didn't 
tho opposition could want nothing better 
about which to complain. If the resolu- 
tion confined itself to a request for the 
information that was on hand ho would 
support it. , 

Hon, Mr. Robson B»id that because .the 



request was impossible was thejvory rea- 
son the opposition pressed tho motion. 
When tho accounts wero brought down in 
detail the house was apt to rely upon tho 
elKcienoy.,ana integrity of the public ac- 
counts cominittee— and properly so. Tho 
accounts were just as open to the iuspec- 
tiuii of the * L.mmittea as if they wero 
printed. No opportunity seemed tn be 
lost by tiio member for Yale (Mr. Semlin) 
to taunt tho governinoiit with having se- 
lected for minister of Quanco a member of 
the opposition. The explanation of this 
complaint was easy — tho hoii. gentleman 
(Mr. Semlin) was a sorehead whoso 
capacity for figures had never been 
properly recognized, and who thought it 
was a gross mistake on the part of the gov- 
ernment to appoint and take a gentleman 
from the opposition benches, but thoy 
(tho government) must be permitted to 
exerciao their own judgmtint as to tho par- 
ticular ability uf any member of tho house. 
If tho government had gauged the senior 
member for Yale by Iiis own opinion of 
himself, ho would now be occupying not 
the position of minister of linanco, but 
leader of tho government [Hear, hoar.] 
Evot\ if the auditing of tha accounts were 
possible within so short a time, the print- 
ing of them was not. Tho resolution in its 
present aha))o was impracticable and hie' 
W(;uld move iu lunenciinent that all after 
1885 in tlie aecoiid lino be omitted and 
the following words inserted: "should bo 
printed as soon as practicable, placed be 
foro members this session, if pas«ible,and 
published in thesessional papers this year." 
The insinuation that because the govern- 
ment would not agree to publish tho re- 
turns there must be something wrong, 
presupposed the governiiieiit's ability to 
submit tho detailed statement, which tho 
opposition know to bo impossiblo. It did 
not follow that because extra work was 
[lossible during tho adniiuiatration of the 
late governuiont it was possible during 
the pro.9eiit. 'I'lui [iresent government's 
policy loid been to encourage capital, and 
th.e ch^ioiiod couilitiiiii of the country v-'as 
tile lesuU of tlio iiieaauroa introduced 
and carried out by thorn. It was all very 
well fur the opposition to strive to make 
a point before tho public by placing tho 
h niso ill a false position, but ho felt sure 
that the house would not paaa any resolu- 
tion that would involve the attempt of 
an inipoasibility on tho part of tho gov- 
eriiiueiit. [Heat! heurlj 

Mr. McLee-o protested against the 
resolution being amended. The provin- 
cial secretary spoke of the member for 
Kootenay's aiiread-eagle attitude (pn the 
Kootenay bill, but the government had 
made a show of spreading itself when it 
took ■ ofllce. What had they done with 
the drydock refundl His district had 
seen none of it. Where was itf He 
thought tbe returns should bo furnished, 
though he would not say any more on the 
subject just now. [Hear, hear.] 

Mr. IJeaven again contended tliat thia 
govenunent were in duly bound to furii- 
isli the accouiit.1 ia itemized form, and 
if tlie printing department were unable to 
furnish tho*iirinted returns asked fur, an 
investigation should be made into (heir 
fitne.i«. 

Hon. Mr. Smilhe said the diacusaion 
had been extoiuled so far beyond the 
legitimate radius of tho question before 
the house by the leader of the opposition 
and his friends, and so many statements 
had been made calculated to produce a 
falau iinprosaion upon the minds of hon- 
orable membera, that ho felt it would be 
necessary for him to travel somewhat out 
of the record alao, in order to correct 
them. i\Ir. Boaven was mistaken when 
he said that he-(IVIr. Smithe) had blamed 
the Walkeni government for spending 
large sums of iiionoy on public works. 
Whtit ho IvM done hatl been to blame 
llieni for wiistiiig large sums and for 
spending recklessly, without regard to 
results. On the one hand, they spent it 
lavishly on such works as the New West- 
minster Hope wagon road, where- more 
than §100,000 was sunk, an amount that 
a', tiie time and under tho circumstances 
might have been alriidst as well pitched 
into the Fraaer riven. He had gotie over a 
great deal of that road several years after 
it had been made, and found it in some 
places . impassable, with bridges swept 
away and such a growth of timber on the 
roadbed that twu men could not walk 
abreast. That ho called, .under tho cir- 
cumstances, reckless expenditure and 
waste; but when it was remembered that 
while they were thus spending money to 
no Dur|)03e on tlie one hand, on the other 
they were making no effort to provide 
against tho crash which an annual ex 
pendituro of ^L'00,000 and §300,000 in 
excess of revenue was aure to bring on 
tho province. He had crflicisod their 
policy in these years severely, and with 
good reason, as tho tabulated statement 
of revenue and oxpondituro since con- 
federation, which he had before 
him, amply attested. [Hearl hear!] 
He had never uttered a word from either 
aide of the house against judiciousex])endi- 
turo, but a government should bo able to 
show good results frptn their expenditure, 
and they should not spend twice their 
income without in some way providing for 
tho deficit which would bo sure to follow. 
[Hear] This the Walkem governmorst, 
of which Mr. Boaven was a member, did 
not do. With ;i revenue in 187-1 of SDT'i,- 
000, they undertook an expundiliire of 
§583,000, leaving a deficit of over $200,- 
000. Nothing daiinted, they went at it 
again in 1876 with a revenue reduced to 
I?;i51,000, ;md nxpeiidod S(;M,000. The 
nuturtil result of ciairse followeil, they liad 
to give place to otlier and better inon, and 
he would say ihia, that the Elliott govern- 
mont, finding the tinancial affairs of the 
country in an utterly wrecked condition, 
went to work like sensible men: aye, like 
Btatoanu'ii, and framed a fiacal policy 
wiiich, alihough bitterly opposed by Mr. 
Beaven at tho time, had boon adopted by 
every governinont since, and now the rovo- 
nue, thanks to channels provided by the 
Elliott goveronieiit, through which it 
might ^I'lW to tho treasury, was now 
double svhat it w;La beforo tiie policy was 
inaugurated. [Hear, hear] Mr. Beaven 
had said that the prosperity of tho country 
wan due to Canadian l'«cilic railway con- 
struction, and not to anything done by 
this government. Ho would ask that gon- 
tleman how it was that the prosperous 
condition of ihinga did not make its ap- 
pearance until after tho present govern- 
ment took ollice, notwithstanding 
tho railway work had been going 
on for three years before that time( 
Either the results wore very alow to make 
tbemselvc:; manifest from railivay construc- 
tion or other causes in these later yoaru 
must bo credited with somettiiug. Bailway 
ooustraotion began in ilSSO, and a fnll year 
after the retnrnH of < revenue show $397,000 
for the year, just $0,000 over the preceding 
year when there was no railway work going 
on. The next year shows §105,000, an in- 
crease of ?%000, and the next yerir 
shows Sil:2r),000, an increase of §20,- 
OOO. Th(! prosperity Hupc-rinducod 
by riiihvay coiistniction, then, dur- 
ing the Beaven rcijliii': , as measured by the 
retuniH of revenue, was only a matter of 
§30,000 iu throe years. Itomarkable to 
ieliite, however, if railway construction had 
oil to do witb-"tho prosperous condition of 
things, as soon os the present government 
oauio ip the rovouuo jumped from $4'26,000 



to §503,000, oud in tho next year it wtnt up 
to S(')00,000. Here is an increase of reve- 
nue iu two years of §175,000, as agaiust 
§3 1,000 in thieo years otiually during rail- 
way construction during tho late govern- 
uiout'a term of oiUco. [Hear, hear.] Tho 
facts are indisputable, iiiid tilthough they 
had little to do with the (piestiou before tho 
house, the peouliur frailty the members of 
)Ue opposition have for making incorrect 
statemeutB on all kinds of subjects, whether 
pertinent to the question & issue or not, 
made it necessary to put them right to pre- 
vent false impressions being mndo. The 
resolution had been thoroughly argued aud 
be thought the house well understood now 
that the government had not the slightest 
wish to prevent the fullest in- 
formation being obtained upon every 
subject connected with tho atlairs of the 
country The return asked for in thia in- 
stance would be gladly mado if it were 
possible without the delay of u single day, 
but it would be absurd to assent to an 
order which it;wtts.kuown beforehand was 
impossible uf fulfilment. The amendment 
would, he was sure, commend itself to 
every reasonable mind in tho house. It 
requires the return to bo made aa soon as 
possible, and if it cannot be got out be- 
fore the huusu prorogue^ then that it bo 
published in the sesiunal papers, when 
home members of the opposition will be 
able to' use it fur electioiieei:ing purposes 
to their heart's content. [Hoar, hoar ] 

Mf. Semlin said that tlie honuraole 
leader stated that he had opposed the coij- 
struction of the Now Westmiiiater Hope 
road, *but he would bring alao the fact to 
his recolloction that he had stated in the 
house that previ'jus to its cunstructijti he 
li«d been with the government, but now 
ho would vote against it. [Mr. Smithe — 
noj. Tho oppo-sition had insisted on de- 
feating the Walkoin governmont for hav- 
ing taken over money from Canad;i, which 
thuy accomplished; but when they came 
into the ofhce they had gone prooiaely to 
the aame source and in the same way for 
money, when they made a financial poli- 
cy. [Air. Smith — no, no] 'i he honorable 
provincial aecretary had termed him a 
acre head. It was the first time that he 
heard such a term used in this house, and 
it was about all that ho (Mr. Uobson) 
had said in defence ' of the 
preaettji finailoial policy of the govern-^ 
raent. It had been stated that be- 
cause ho was not given a portfolio ho had 
gone into the opposition ; but tha fourth 
Beat had only been created last year, two 
year.s after he had voted against them on 
tho Eort Simpsiiu steal. With regard to 
the fourth seat tho government had craosed 
the door of tbe house, and given it to an 
ex-member of the opposition; it must have 
been a patriotic idea on the part of the 
preaeiit linanco minister, in going over 
to the government's aaaistance, certainly 
iu)t for tho salary of $3-100 por year. If 
thia government was the beat the country 
over had, and carried on business for 
three years without the fourth minister, 
why did they in the last year of oflice ap- 
point another miiiiator ( It wiia certainly 
an indication of want of coiitidenco in 
their own ability to take a member of the 
opposition into tbe cabinet. 

Mr. Speaker said hoiuuable membors 
had wandered far from the reaolution 
and amendment in their diacusaiona, and 
ho trusted that future remarks would be 
strictly contined to the ijueatioii. 

Mr. Orr hoped that tho governmont 
would bring down the returns asked for, 
on account of tho largo expenditures. 
The fiscal year should be changed from 
31at Dtcember to' 31at October, which 
would allow of such being done in future. 
He was sorry that tho honorable leador 
had referred to the ex[)endituro in Now 
Westminster district aa tlirown away, aa 
that outlay had iuduced tho coming in of 
thousands of settlers into th*e district. 

Mr. Grant said travel between Koote- 
nay and Casaiar had bectmio ao rapid 
that it would have been aii 
uaay matter to liavo furnished 
the detailed returna. Seasional pa- 
pers would be no uau to them, for they 
would not be furnished before the elec- 
tions. The revenue from lands was not 
actually revenue — it was like selling a 
house and lot and spending the money. 
Deducting the land sales, the revenue was 
very slightly larger than that of 1879-80. 
The increase in tivo years was but §00,- 
000, whilB their population was doubled. 
There must have boon u neglest in col- 
lecting the rovenuea. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe— The road-tax is 
doubled. 

Mr. Grant — If tliero was not a guaran- 
tee that these returns would be brought 
down before the house rises I must 
vote against the amendment. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said he was not sure of 
the position of tho resolution until this after- 
noon, and ho was satisfied now that it was 
merely an attack tm the Gnanco minister. 
It was simply envy that induced this^ but 
he was glad to see the honorable gentle- 
man who is now fiaance minister occupy- 
ing that position, as he was thoroughly 
compotont to fill it. It was discreditable 
that envy should inovo in tho matter at 
all, but ho could see now that auch was 
tho case. 

Mr. Wilson said that the discussion had 
taken a very wide range, and he hoped 
that tho two old war-horses — the leader 
of the government and the leader of tho 
opposition, would not fight over and over 
auuin their financial battles in tho house. 
Ho believed that tho house should bo 
I'iven every information [lOBsiblo, and 
that tho itemized returns asked for should 
be furnished, but if the government eaid 
they oould not give them before the rising 
of the honse he was willing to believe 
them in the matter and await tho ses- 
sional papers. The governineiU had been 
referred to as corrupt; but ho had had 
experience on the public accounts ooni- 
mittco with the honorable loader of the 
opposition, and he knew that such was 
not the caao. Tho statement might have 
been merely used in a parliamentary 
sense. The honorable member foi Cus- 
siar had fallen into a very common error 
in confounding revenue and capital, and 
illustrated it by referring to the sale of 
his house and lot and spending the money; 
but there was a difforuuco between gov- 
ernment and individuals. The land sales 
were revenue, for prior to its aalo land 
did not produce any revenue, but waa 
merely paalure land. After its sale tho 
land was not taken away, but commenced 
to contribute to the revenuti by its being 
taxed, and thus the sale of lands was in 
tho host sense a means of revenue. Tho 
honorable gentleman fioni Caasiar was 
altogether wrong in his reasoning. 

Tho ainendmeiit was then put and car- 
ried on the folluwiiiK division :

Next 
she spoke of the pressure that was brought 
to bear on the governor not to sign tho act ; 
but ho did sign it, She denied tint 
]5rohibitioii would kill a town and said 
if prohibition should kill Victoria she 
would travel oiro hundred miles to preach 
its funeral service and her text would bo 
"Blessed are they thai; die in Ihe Lord." 
As tho ateamjr on which she had taken 
pasaagu reached New Westminster the 
other day, she saw a largo and beautiful 
building overlooking the town, "Ah !" 
she remorkod to an acquaintance, "That 
building speaks well for your city. It is 
tlie public achool, of course /" "No," re- 
plied the acquaintance, "it is a peniten- 
tiary, and it est us §;i5,000 to build." 
[Laughter.] The town whore she was born 
"was a prohibition town, and tho finest 
building was a ooUcgo. [Applause.] Miss 
White closed iu an eloquent ajipeal to young 
men to shun drinlv, aud called on the audi- 
ence to assist in abolishing tho saloons. 

The audience rose ea masse at tho close of 
tbe lecture and testified their approbation. 

Bev. Mr. Barss, in a few pleasant remarks,

£81.50.
